Wnshington, April 5. — It was 
learned today that the Harrlman 
coipo rations, whose raniiOcatlons ex- 
tena to coal lands and other taat In- 
tereeta tn the tkr west, are oIterln,{ 
to restore to Ui# govemmeat i>roper- 
ties they have heretofore claimed as 
theirs by good and ample title. They 
prefer to do this rather than tie 
prosecuted. 

Coal lands worth In \he aggregate 
inlliioaa of dollars ara to be restored 
to the public domain as a reoalt of 
recent activities- of the laterstite 
commerce oommlselon. The commis- 
sion several months aKO aet about to 
Investigate the land frauds In Wy- 
oming Colorado and Utah. It 
found that this whole section was 
honeycombed with corrtiptlon and 
its reports Indicated that the general 
and ofllce had been either hopeless- 
ly incompetent or worse in permlt- 
llu-; the railroad companies snJ 
their allied corporations, the Union 
Pacific Coal coiiipany. th-> I'tah Fuel 
company and the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company, to secure by various 
and devious methods, control of 
Rrrat areas of the rl<A)est coal laada 

ill W(>st. 

I>ro8e('at4on9 Arc Ordered. 
As a result of Its Investigations, 
the depar latent of, Juatloa was given 
transcrlpta of teettDony taken at 

Omaha, Salt Lake, Denver and Pu- 
« lilo by Interstate Commerce Comml.i- 
xloneis Prouty and Clark, and was 
directed by the president to prose- 
cute In any cases w lie re there was 
ground for prosecution. 

At the first suggestion of prosecu 
tioa, however the Uaton Pasiflc Ooal 
company has eaylttflata*. It hss 
made a proposition to the govern- 
ment that It will return a large an n 
'of Wyoming coal lands to which it 
admits Its title Is worthless. The 
Kovernment law ofllcers are consid- 
ering this proposition,, and, while fi- 
nal action baa 'not bean, takes, it 
was learned today oa the authority sf 
men who have been conducting the 
Investigation that It will probably 
be ac4iepted and the lands returned 
to the pubMc domain. 

But this Is only a beginning. The 
particular lands Involved In the case 
were secured under "surveyor gen- 
oral'a eerlut" Thia Is a sort of I- 
cense Issued by the general land^of- 
flce to people to whom lands have 
'been patented by error which were 
not really the property of the gov- 
ernment. Krrors of tills kind have 
been of fre<|uent occnirrence. The 
scrip entitled the holder ' to hii-: 
choice of an equal area of nonmlu- 
eral lands anywhere within the pub- 
lic domain. 

OniuMi Ity Hie I(«>utl. 

Tno T'liion Pacific Coal company 
is a 8ub.<--idiHry corporation of tho 
Union Pacinc Railroad company. All 
the etock of the coal company, ex- 
cept qualifying shares tor directors. 
Is owned by the railroad company. 
The coal company secured control of 
a large amount of this scrip and us- 
ed It to secure entry of lands which 
were rich In the finest bitumlnods 
coal of the Wyoming field. Coal 
lands, of conrse,cannot be classed as 
nonmlneral and when ' the matter 
was taken up by tba oBeere of the 
department of Jnatloa, fMIovIng the 
Interstate commeroa eoounisslon's 
inquiry, the coal vomptSkj waa ahown 
Ibis point. 

Its officers had at first insisted 
that there was no defect In their ti- 
tle, but when thia qnestlon of tak- 
ing mineral lands under nonmlneral 
scrip was presented they agreed to 
return the lands, without waiting for 
any Inquiry, as to the goo<l falt'a of 
processes by which the entry of the 
lands and Us subsequeBt relinquish' 
ment to the eoal ooaipatr waa je- 
cured. 

These landa war* antared ao Ion 
ago that the statna oT llmttattons 
now runs against any criminal pr08< 

ecutlon In connection with the en- 
try. The title however. Is subject to 
attack. It was Intimated in the re 
ports of the interstate commerce 
commissioners that bnt for the stat 
ue of Ilnltatlona crlmlaal actions 
might Ue. 

Other Action Likely. 
As it is, the coal company Is anx- 
ious to return valuable laIld.^ to the 
governmQjat and end the matter. But 
the matter will not be allowe^l to 
end there. While there is no possi- 
ble defease' to tka Utie under wjich 
these scrip lands bave been claimed, 
these, though very valuable, consti- 
tute only a smalt part of the coal 
lands now held by the I'acinc

Cbleago, April 6. — The differences 
between the western railroads and 
conductora and .traiamea was Snally 

adjusted today. The men abandoned 
Uielr demand for a nine hour day, 
and the railroads made an aiWance 
over their previous propositions in 
the pay of baggagemen, flagmen, and , 
brakeanen of 11.60 per month. The 
original demands were tor an In- 
crease of li per cent and for a 
working day of nine hours. The man- 
aijers offered an Increase In pay of 
10 per cent, but declined to grant a 

nine hour day. 

The a ,'r. emen't was rea<ned main- 
ly through the efforts of Chairman 
Knapp of the Interstate commerce 
commission and United States Lahor 
Commissioner Nelll. They formulat- 
ed the fli! ' nil which both 
•ides well' l. uiiniil logellier and the 
final adjustment was chiefly 4u* to 
their labors. 

The new agreement whiish goes In 
to effect April 1 this year, and Is 
retroactive for the three flrst days 
of the inonlh provides: 

T'ay of passenRer conductors in 
.lited $10 per month; baKRacfnien 
$7 50; flagmen and hraliemen, %1t.iO. 

The railroads are not to make any 
reduction In crews or Inereaae In 
mileage for the purpose of offsetting 
the increased wages giTSB vaaseager 
trainmen. 

To Allow Gvod OfcrttaM. 

Overtime In pass^ger service to 
lie allowed on a basla of 15 miles per 
hour, to be computed for such parts 
of the run separately. Overtime rate 
of 3G cent.s an hour for conductors 
and 2,S cents for baggageman, flag- 
men and brakemen. Thirty minuien 
or leas not to be counted: over thir- 
ty minutes eennt one hour^ 

The pay of condtictors and brake- 
men in through and Irregular freight, 
local freight and miNed train service. 
Is advanced 10 per cent. One hun- 
dred miles or less, ten hours or less, 
to constitute a day. 

Overtime to he paid pro rata in 
through and Irregular trelghlf ser- 
vice except when schedule time of 
train Is used as basi.s. the present 
hourly overtime rate plus the ratio of 
increase granted by this agreement 
is to be paid. 

Overtime Is to be paid pro rata In 
tocal freight and mixed train senrlee, 
with the same exceptlon<as above. 

•One hundred mlleg or less, fen 
hons or less are to constitute n day> 
woik in helper pusher, and const ruc- 
tion train service; overtime Is to be 
palil pro rata. This class Is given a 
10 per cent. Increase in wages. 

Roads on a basis of more than 10 
hours for a day in helper, or con- 
struction train aenrice are to make 
no inereaae lb ratea paid for such 
service.
